Confronted with the birth of the Christ-child, 
God is brought within the range of our 
understanding. God himself becomes his own 
parable, which faith, in wonder and humility, can 
elucidate. 

To prepare us for the ultimate enlightenment, 
and to encourage us to endure our human 
condition, we have been accorded the great mercy 
of the Incarnation. 

Faith enables us to see the Incarnation as a 
drama — in its totality, a full and perfect 
expression of all the hopes our mouths cannot 
utter, and all the convictions our minds cannot 
formulate. 

To look for God is to find him, and having 
found him, we can never again be permanently 
separated from him. Like the Wise Men, we are 
never the same. Seen with the eyes of faith, it all 
adds up to a oneness, an image of everlasting 
reality. 

The Incarnation is the intersection of time and 
eternity. Faith in the Incarnation is the light of 
time. With it eternity steps into time, and time 
loses itself in eternity. Hence Jesus: in the eyes of 
God, a man, and in the eyes of mankind, a God. 

By his Incarnation the son of God has united 
himself in some fashion with every person. He 
worked with human hands, he taught with a 
human mind, acted by human choice. 

Born of the Virgin Mary, he.has truly been 
made one of us, like us in all things save sin. He 
restored the divine likeness which had been 
disfigured from the first sin onward. 

Therefore, we-cannot live in intimate 
communion with Jesus without being sent to our 
brothers and sisters who belong to that same 
humanity that Jesus has accepted as his own. This 
intimacy manifests itself as solidarity and 
solidarity as intimacy. 

No wonder at Christmas time our hearts and 
hands go out to the suffering, the poor, the 
vulnerable, the forgotten, the neglected. It is 
because this intimacy with the Christ-child always 
leads to solidarity with the weak. 

The closer we come to the heart of this Christ- 
child who loves us with an unconditional love, the 
closer we come to each other in solidarity of a 
redeemed humanity. 

In celebrating Christ’s birth, may you be lifted 
up with joy, a sign that we are in the presence of 
the Lord of life — Emmanuel, God with us. May 
the celebration of this Christmas season allow you 
to be embraced in God’s love and to share his 
love with others.

In two colorful, festive ceremonies, indicative of 
Mexican-American culture and faith, Our Lady of 
Guadalupe, patroness of the Americas, was typified as 
““Queen of Evangelization’’ and as a mother whose love for 
her children gives them the confidence to live in solidarity 
with others and thus in service to one another. 

More than 1,000 persons from parishes throughout the 
Imperial Valley joined Bishop Leo T. Maher and 13 priests 
serving in the area for a bilingual Mass at the Casa de 
Mananaat the ae Winter Fairgrounds in dance Friday 
evening, Dec. 9 

In et ctomers San Diego, on Sunday Sherine Dec. 11, 
more than 1,500 gathered with Bishop Maher, his auxiliane, 
Bishop Gilbert E. Chave ez, Bishops Emilio C. Berlie of 
Tijuana, Mexico, and Ulisis Macias of Mexicali, Mexico, 
and more than 20 priests of the San Diego diacese for a 
Spanish-language Mass at Golden Hall in the Community 
Concourse. 

The diocesan ceremoniés were held in observance of the 
actual feast day of Our Lady of Guadalupe on'Dec. 12. 

In his Spanish-language homily in Imperial, Father Peter 
Navarra, pastor of Our Lady of Guadalupe parish, E] 
Centro, referred to Mary as Our Lady of Evangelization. 

Father Navarra urged his listeners to personally 
evangelize one person during the next year: 

He noted the pressure on Hispanic Catholics from some 
fundamentalist Christian denominations to leave the 
Catholic Church to worship with them, and he urged 
Catholics under the influence of Mary to reach out and to 
evangelize those who have fallen away from the Catholic 
faith. 

Bishop Berlie told Southern Cross that in his Spanish- 
language homily for the San Diego celebration he made two 
key points. 

First, ‘‘the great love Our Lady of Guadalupe has for us, 
makes us confident’’ to live out the Christian faith in a 
difficult world. 

This love and confidence needs to be expressed to others 


. In solidarity, and this solidarity is not only to be lived when 


there are earthquakes and other catastrophies, but every 
day. 

Secondly, ‘‘God usually does wonderful things with 
humble, little persons, if they are open to God’s power and 
love passing through them to people.”’

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Jewish people 
offer thanks 


Now that the initial shock and horror of the discovery of 
the defacement and vandalism of Tifereth Israel 


Synagogue has been absorbed, we would like to: say 
‘*thank you’’ to the people of San Diego on behalf of both 
the congregation and the Anti-Defamation League. 

While it is hard to comprehend how any good can be 
produced from such a despicable act, we were warmed, 
then overwhelmed at the outpouring of support and offers 
of assistance from every corner of our community. 


We particularly wish to thank the ministers of those 
churches which, with Tifereth Israel, form the Navajo 
Interfaith Association. They, along with the leaders of 
virtually every congregation and denomination have 
offered support in both a practical and spiritual manner, 
sometimes with words of comfort, often with kind offers of 
assistance in cleaning up. 

We have been inundated with calls from firms and 
individuals, and we are deeply touched when our fellow 
citizens stopped their cars in the rain on November 14th 
and insisted on helping us clean the obscene graffiti from 
the synagogue walls. 

Two important lessons have been learned from the 
public’s reaction to this vandalism. First, it is obvious that 
our entire community has recognized that an act of 
desecration against any religious institution is, in effect, 
an attack on religion as a whole. Were the vandalism to 
have occurred against a church, mosque, Buddhist 
Temple, or any other institution, we know the reaction 
would have been the same. 

Secondly, it is obvious that our educational and 
religious institutions must gear themselves to providing 
our young people with additional education, not only 
about the Holocaust and the inhumane murder of 20 
million human beings during World War II, but against 
the nature and devastation that bigotry, prejudice and 
racism wreck on our democratic society. 

To have our young people idolize the murderers of the 
Third Reich cannot be explained away simply as the acts 
of misguided youth. 

These views and their resultant actions are threats to 
the very fabric of our pluralistic society. Education is a 
powerful tool in the war against ignorance and 
intolerance, and we must wield that weapon more 
efficiently and effectively in our community. 

Lastly, we would like to extend our thanks to the 
television and print media for the exposure given to this 
incident and also to the San Diego Police Department and 
District Attorney’s Office for their prompt and positive 
response to the various leads which led to the speedy series 
of arrests.

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Maturity urged for TV church 


The federal indictment just returned against Jim 
Bakker and some of his associates in the PTL Ministry 
has reopened this entire sorry state of affairs. It has cast 
doubt on the whole effectiveness, spiritually and 
financially, of the televangelist mission. 

Granted. that few have ever used the TV media as 
effectively as Archbishop Fulton Sheen to spread the 
Good News, but I do not recall his putting any 
tremendous effort into fund raising that might weaken his 
position. 

The fact that the ministries being weakened are 
Protestant is no comfort to the rest of us Christians. These 
scandals have attacked the very essence of Christian 
evangelism. 

The Elmer Gantry side of religion, the fact that it can 
be used by ‘‘con’’ men and women to extract money and 
wield power, is as ancient as Christianity itself. St. Paul 
cried out against those ‘‘whose god is their belly’’ and 
who use religion for wanton purposes. Simon Magus in 
New Testament times offered money for the power to call 
down the gifts of the Holy Spirit. 

In the first three centuries of the church, the Romans 
and some Jews persecuted the church and did their best to 
destroy it. As it turned out, ‘‘the blood of martyrs was the 
seed of Christians.’’ In the next three centuries, 
Christians who taught heresy did more to harm the 
church than the persecutors. 

The surge for reform and renewal that -went. so 


doctrinally awry in the 16th century can be laid directly at _ 


the feet of such ex-priests as Martin Luther, an 
Augustinian. King Henry VIII of England died thinking 
himself a good Catholic, but he certainly paved the way 
for permanent separation from Rome and St. Peter. 

In our day, it is problematic how much the theological 
works of Fathers Hans Kuhn, Charles Curran or Richard 
McBrien really contribute to building up the Body of 


Christ, his church. 

Christ warned us that scandals would come, and indeed 
they have. In charity we feel wounded for and with those 
who cause the scandals and they should not be far from 
our prayers. We cannot be impervious to the harm they 
cause, but they are not the norm, and they leave the ideal 
still strong, if unheeded. ‘ 

It is something of a left-handed compliment that the 
local media find such fascination;in the misdeeds of 
clerics. There is also a bit of the pharisaical to their 
handling of these matters. However, there may be some 
judicious fear of the Lord in the knowledge that a free 
media may be looking over your shoulder and it may keep 
some more honest. If that is necessary in our poor human 
condition, then so be it. It is a blessing in disguise. 

In the next few months we will see a lot in the media 
about the Bakker affair in all its sordid details. It will not 
be a happy time for those who love Holy Mother Church, 
that she has been caught with her slip showing. We are 
not interested in a cover-up but in a growing-up to full 
maturity in Christ. 

This is probably also the best time to sound a warning 
about giving to charities. The mail and the media are full 
of appeals for the poor and the needy at Christmas time. 
Give generously, of course, but make sure that your hard- 
earned money goes to legitimate charities that really help 
the poor more than one or two days a year. 

Our faith comes alive through charity, but in the days 
ahead, both may be severely tried.

The human face of Christmas 


Instead of the sweet smell of incense, the pungent ordor 
of cow dung and fermenting straw fills the cave. In place 
of angelic strains, bleating sheep and clucking chickens 
provide a backdrop for the groans of a woman in labor. 

A midwife gently wipes the beaded sweat from the 
mother’s forehead and shoos away a persistent fly. A 
gasp, a groan, a mystery: the universe is giving birth to 
God. 

Christmas invites the world to contemplate a holy 
absurdity: a newborn infant, all pink and wrinkled, weak, 
and wet, is God’s love made visible. 

People in some Third World countries have no need of 
nativity scenes to remind them of Christmas. Desert 
villages, shepherds with their flocks, visitors arriving by 
camel are everyday occurrences around El Obeid in 
northern Sudan, where Maryknoll Father Bill Knipe 
works. 

The missioner from Baldwin, N.Y., explains that 
Sudanese Christians identify with the details surrounding 
Christ’s birth. ““They know that Jesus understands their 
situation,’’ he says. 

Christmas is also a vivid Beaeender of how different are 
their beliefs from those of the larger Muslim community. 
Although Muslims honor Jesus as|a great prophet, they 
are appalled by the idea that God would become human. 

Maryknoll Brother John Beeching, who worked in 
Egypt for several years, recounts that the Qur’an, the 
holy book of Islam, also records the birth of Jesus to 
Mary. ‘‘But Muslims are scandalized by the Christian 
belief that a human being could be God,”’ he says. 

Yet, Christianity isn’t the only religion announcing the 
Incarnation — God in human form. Maryknoll Father 
Bob McCahill of Goshen, Ind., tells of a conversation he 
had with a teacher in Bangladesh about Christmas. 

Hindus are convinced that the Christian teaching about 
the Incarnation of Jesus was copied from Hinduism, the 


teacher told him. The Hindu faith is founded on the belief 
in many incarnations of the Almighty, the Bangladeshi 


educator explained, adding that for Hindus each 
incarnation represents a divine response to the needs of a 
particular time. 

Thus, Hinduism challenges Christians to look beyond 
carols and cards to discover the true uniqueness of Jesus 
and live out that truth in their lives. 

Unlike Hindu deities or the gods of Greek and Roman 
mythology, Jesus did not merely appear or act human. 
Christians believe that God actually became human. 

Christians should rejoice that baby Jesus wet his 
diapers, spit up, teethed, squealed with delight and 
plopped on his bottom while learning to walk. 

The Gospels tell us that Jesus hungered, tired, was 
angered, wept, sweated and did what no god ever had 
done before — he suffered and died. Executed as a 
criminal, the Son of God cast his lot with the dregs of 
society to raise up the entire human race. 

Jesus’ birth, death, resurrection and ascension compel 
us to take our humanity seriously because God does. By 
Christian standards, any affront to human dignity is an 
affront to God. 

When the pope speaks about the rights of workers,

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CCS sponsorstalks _ 
on parenting problems

SAN DIEGO — To meet the needs 
and concerns of parents, the Catholic 
Community Services counseling 
department sponsors a Family 
Strengthening series consisting of lectures 
given at school PTG meetings and more 
specific informational gatherings held at 
CCS. 

The talks are usually given by Dr. 
William Moredock,a clinical pyschologist 
and CCS associate director and CCS 
director of counseling. 

The talks deal with various aspects of 
parenting. Topics include drug and 
alcohol abuse, discipline in the family, 
adolescent issues, divorce and separation 
and the implication for children and 
parents. 

“The challenges are different today. 
Kids have easier access to negative 
approaches and are facing decisions about 


‘drug use and premarital sex much 


earlier,’’ Moredock told Southern Cross. 

Because parents are becoming more 
aware of these situations, they want 
practical ways of teaching their children, 
he noted. ‘‘Parents have been so riveted 
to what we say.’’ They ‘‘are eager to 
learn ways to improve family 
relationships,’’ he said. 

‘ Robert Teegarden, principal at School 
of the Madeleine, Bay Park, said, 
“Parents are trying to find an answer 
between the autocratic world of the past

where kids were seen and not heard, and 
the anarchy of the ’60s. They’re looking 
for a reasonably sound dicsiplinary 
pattern for their children.”’ 

Moredock spoke at School of the 
Madeleine in November as part of the 
school’s parenting series. 

“Bill and his colleagues provide a 
wonderful program and we are most 
appreciative. Parents are living in an 
extremely high-pressured life and are 


’ desperate to use any oportunity they have ~ 


with their children as efficiently and 
lovingly as possible,’’ noted Teegarden. 

Moredock added, ‘“They (parents) are 
telling us, ‘I want some new ways.’ ”’ 

Although each talk differs, Moredock 
gave some general recommendations for 
parents: ; 

e Provide basic rules to live by. 

¢ Stress sound communication. 

© Provide some accessibility to their 
children, making time to not only listen to 
the child’s words, but to feelings as well. 

““A lot of what we talk about is 
prevention,’’ said Moredock. Usually 
families just want to enhance or improve 
existing relationships, he noted. 

Moredock said it is most frustrating for 
him when he cannot answer a parent’s 
question because it is beyond the scope of 
a general answer. 

For those parents with specific 
concerns, he recommends the four-part 
group session which he describes as an 
‘informational and support group for 
more personalized attention.”’

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Vatican 
maintains 
policy on 
Mideast

VATICAN CITY — The shifting 
sands of Arab-Israeli politics have not 
eroded the Vatican’s longstanding policy 
on the Middle East. 

Implicit recognition of Israel by the 
Palestine Liberation Organization and 


the declaration of an independent 
Palestinian state in Israeli-occupied 
territories on Nov. 15 caused 


reassessments in many world capitals. But 
the Vatican remained cautious ‘in 
determining whether the latest shifts 
produced more than a mirage of peace. 

Pope John Paul II exemplified the 
cautiousness. Rather than rush to 
judgment, he waited awhile. Then, at the 
end of November in a series of talks — 
some to Arab diplomats — he restated 
Vatican policy. 

The principal elements of this policy 
are: 

© Need for a Palestinian homeland. 

© Security for the state of Israel. 

¢ International guarantees that 
Jerusalem be a city open to Moslems, 
Christians and Jews. 

© Respect for the sovereignty and 
territorial integrity of Lebanon. 

e Rejection of violence as a means to a 
political end. 

The Vatican, although not a central 
player in Mideast affairs, has important 
historical, spiritual and political interests 
to defend. 

Christianity was born in the Holy 
Land. Where Christ walked and talked 
are considered sacred places. Catholics, a 
tiny minority and often defenseless, live 
throughout the Middle East and are easily 
swept up in the region’s turmoil. 

Lebanon, the only Arab country with a 
significant Christian population, is 
considered by the church as the litmus test 
of whether Christians and Moslems can 
live together. The population is divided in 
half between Christians and Moslems. 


UKRAINIAN CATHOLIC MASS — Ukrainian Catholics 
celebrate 1,000 years of Christianity in their homeland. The 
Soviet government claims there are no Ukrainian Catholics 
and that the region’s former Catholics have been incorporat- 
ed into the Russian Orthodox Church since 1946. The cel- 
ebration took place in a Ukrainian forest because there are 


Yet a 14-year-old civil war, mostly 
between Christian and Moslem militias 
fighting for political power and often 
supported by foreign elements, has cast a 
dark shadow over the global prospects for 
Christian-Moslem harmony. 

As the Vatican is not a central player in 
these battles, it must walk a tightrope to 
defend its interests. Unlike world powers, 


‘it cannot throw aid, trade and military 


accords on the bargaining table. Nor does 
it have diplomatic relations with some of 
the most important Middle East 
countries, such as Israel and Jordan. 

Basically, the Vatican uses its moral 
stature to stress overall guidelines and 
remain politically neutral. At the same 
time, it works quietly to influence others 
with more political clout to seek global 
solutions in coordination with all the 
interested parties in the region. 

The lynchpin of Vatican policy is the 
need for an equitable solution 
guaranteeing security for Israel and a 


homeland for the Palestinians, but it does 
not offer a political plan for achieving 
this. 

In practice, such a solution has seemed 
mutually exclusive since the 1948 
founding of Israel after fighting with 
Palestinians, who saw their country 
disappear. Others seeking to be brokers 
often find their plans mired in the 
quicksand of Arab-Israeli animosity. 

So the pope, during his Angelus talk on 
the last Sunday in November, asked 
Palestinians and Israelis to make greater 
efforts so that each can live ‘‘in their own 
homeland, in freedom, dignity and 
security.” 

He alluded t to the Palestinians’ implicit 
recognition of Israel and expressed hope 
for a reciprocal Israeli gesture. Every 
obstacle to peace ‘‘which is removed 
should be considered as real progress, 
certainly worthy of inspiring other 
corresponding gestures and the 
confidence necessary to continue’’

mind and spirit can overcome illness with 


the help of a Christian power or a strong 
belief in eternal life.”’ 

Asked to reveal his Christmas wish, 
George unhesitatingly responded, ‘‘A 
cure for AIDS.”’ 

What Christmas present would he like? 
A visit from his sister, niece and nephew, 
he said, unable to hold back his tears. 

George said his sister, who lives in 
Denver, visited him in June. ‘“‘She was 
the hardest person to tell of his disease, 
but ‘‘is now very supportive.”’ 

George’s Christmas message to people 
with AIDS is ‘‘never give up hope.”’ 

He also has a message to people 
without AIDS: ‘‘If you know someone 
stricken with AIDS, don’t be afraid of the 
person or of contracting the disease. If 
you love them, give them all the support 
you can.’’ Strong relationships with 
family members and friends ‘‘make a 
difference in their health. It’s a source of 
strength,’’ he said. 

George explained how he _ has 
emotionally bounced back from the 
‘devastating diagnosis’’ he received in 
February. 

After he told the owner of his house 
about his illness, he was asked to move. 
‘The owner said ‘‘he was not running a 
hospice,’’ George related. 

He was on a six-month disability leave 
from his job as a customer service 
representative in the corporate offices of a 
major bank when his social worker 
recommended he apply at Josue House. 


“It’s a spiritually healing place,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Since moving here I realized I 
wasn’t alone. After my diagnosis I was 
emotionally flat on my back.’’ At Josue 
House he said he has experienced a 
rebuilding. ‘‘Now I’m on my feet again.”’ 

George described Josue House 
residents as ‘‘survivors who approach the 
disease in a constructive way.”’ 

That approach includes acceptance and 
honesty about AIDS. ‘‘I don’t broadcast 
my illness, but I’m becoming more 
accepting of it’’ and less fearful of telling 
other people, he said. ‘“‘It takes a lot of 
courage to tell a stranger I have AIDS.”’ 

“At first people look at me with fear. 


Most are shocked. I’m not seeking pity. I . 


want people to see me as a healthy 
individual.’’ 

He said AIDS has changed his 
perspective on life. ‘‘It makes you 
grateful for what you have — the little

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things like flowers and clouds in the sky,”’ 
he said, gazing out the large dining room 
window. ‘‘Sharing time with friends is 
more important’’ than worrying about 
“‘what kind of car I’ll drive.’’ 

George said his priorities have shifted 
from that of a ‘“‘workaholic’’ to one 
concerned about ‘‘my health and the 
health of people with AIDS whom I try to 
support in every way I can.”’ 

He also supports handicapped people, 
volunteering a few hours each week at the 
San Diego Service Center for the Blind 
where he operates a computer and does 
paper work. 

George realizes the importance of 
volunteerism.

Several days afterward, he told the 
Egyptian ambassador to the Vatican, 
Ismail Mobarak, that dialogue was the 
road to peace. Egypt is the only Arab 
country to sign a peace treaty with Israel. 
Egypt also was asked to use its influence 
to promote the Vatican’s position on 
Jerusalem and Lebanon. 

As usual, the pope was using every 
opportunity to transform the shifting 
sands of the Middle East into a solid 
foundation for peace.

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Principal wins award 
for fighting racism

MISSION BAY — The principal and 
students of Blessed Sacrament School, 
San Diego, were recently honored with a 
Courageous Leadership Award for their 
efforts against racist, skinhead gangs by 
the San. Diego Chapter of the National 
Conference of Christians and Jews. 


Dr. Brian Bennett, in receiving the 
award at the recent annual chapter 
meeting held at the Bahia Hotel, called 
the recent wave of defacing churches and 
synagogues with racist graffiti an affront 
to the civil liberties and to the religious 
freedom of every citizen. 


These racist groups ‘“‘seek the 
elimination of individual expression in 
our'community.’’ The City of San Diego 
needs, to’ address this issue before any 
others, he said. 


‘“‘When we say never again, the 
crescendo should be quite loud,’’ 
reverberating throughout the San Diego 
community, he said. 


Bennett and some 100 students, 
parents and staff of Blessed Sacrament 
School, located at 4551 56th St., 
participated in a cleanup of skinhead 
graffiti on walls in the area. 


The principal has been an outspoken 
critic of these groups and he and his 
family have received police protection. 


Though the award was presented by 
new NCCJ presiding chair Dr. Ralph 
Ocampo, three persons offered 
testimonials to Bennett — Morris Casuto, 
regional director of the Anti-Defamation 
League; Father Dennis Mikulanis, 
ecumenical and interreligious affairs 
officer of the San Diego diocese; and San 


Diego City Councilwoman Judy 
McCarty. 

Casuto said, ‘‘When an individual is 
willing to go the extra step to say no to 


biogtry in a courageous way, it is fitting 


that we honor that individual. 
Bennett has fought courageously ‘‘the 
new barbarism (the skinhead movement) 
that threatens the civility of our 
community. No one religion or people is 
threatened. These groups threaten us 
all,’’ he said. 


Father Mikulanis said, ‘‘Brian has 
proved to be one of the most effective”’ 
persons providing leadership against the 
recent upsurge of hatred and violence in 
the San Diego community. 


Churches and synagogues cannot be 
silent against this bigotry because it robs 
the human person of its God-given 
dignity, he said. 

‘We need to stand with Brian and 
stamp this out from among us,”’ he said. 

Councilwoman McCarty said Bennett 
was willing to stand up and be counted. 
He has worked courageously ‘“‘for peace 
for all of us.”’ 


As the community planning chairman 
in her district, Bennett has continued to 
exert courageous leadership by ‘‘standing 
up for what he thinks is right,’” McCarty 
said.

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Pope asks 
for rights of 
minorities 


VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
II appealed for greater respect of the 
rights of the world’s minorities, while at 
the same time rejecting the ‘‘inhuman 
path of terrorism’? as a means of 
correcting grievances. 

In his annual World Day of Peace 
Message, titled ““To Build Peace, Respect 
Minorities,’’ the pope said a nation’s 
treatment of its ethnic, racial, ‘cultural 
and religious minorities reveals its state of 
development as a civilization. 

The pope also said that, ‘‘as members 
of the one family of God,’’ Christians 
““can tolerate no division or 
discrimination’’ against such groups. 

The papal message outlined rights he 
said should be guaranteed all minorities, 
including the rights to exist and to 
develop their own cultures. He reminded 
minorities that they have duties as well, 
particularly to contribute to the common 
good of the larger society. 

Nowhere in the message does the pope 
refer by name to specific minority groups 
or countries. 


Pope says leaders must 
guarantee human rights 


VATICAN CITY .— Government 
leaders must act with ‘‘renewed 
determination so that states guarantee 
their citizens the effective enjoyment of 
human rights,’’ said Pope John Paul II. 

Forty years after the United Nations 
approved the Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights, ‘‘millions of human 
beings see constantly menaced their rights 
to life, to liberty, to security,’ he said ina 
message commemorating the 450th 
anniversary of the U.N. declaration. 

The pope’s French-language message, 
- made public Dec. 9, at the Vatican, was 
sent to the current president of the U.N. 
General Assembly, Dante Caputo, 
foreign minister of Argentina.

Church urged to look 
at problems of Hispanics 


WASHINGTON — The U.S. Hispanic 
bishops, in a statement released Dec. 8, 
urged the church to address problems 
affecting Hispanic Catholics, including 
proselytism by religious sects, 
disintegration of the family, drugs and 
AIDS. 

In addition, they called for efforts to 
address obstacles created for Hispanic 
Catholics as a result of U.S. immigration 
laws “‘which continue to cause many 
Hispanics to live in the shadows of 
society.’ 

Titled ‘‘Joy, Courage and Hope,”’’ the 
600-word statement was issued by the 20 
U.S. Hispanic bishops — a 21st Hispanic 
bishop was named just two days earlier — 
to mark the first national celebration of the 
feast of Our Lady of Guadalupe Dec. 12.

VATICAN CITY — In an unusual 
statement, the Vatican defended Pope 
John Paul II’s right to select his own 
candidate for archbishop in Cologne, West 
Germany, one of the world’s largest and 
wealthiest Sees. 

The Vatican statement followed months 
of controversy over the appointment, 
which has been delayed by apparent local 
dissatisfaction with the proposed 
candidates and by a complicated selection 
procedure governed by a concordat. 

The selection of a new Cologne 
archbishop has been expected for some 
time. Cardinal Joseph Hoffner, the former 
archbishop of Cologne, died in October 
1987. 


Pope offers prayers 
for earthquake victims 


VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul II 
offered special prayers for thousands of 
earthquake victims in Soviet Armenia, 
saying he was ‘‘closer than ever’’ to the 
Armenian people in their hour of suffering. 

The pope made his remarks Dec. 8 at an 
Angelus blessing on the feast of the 
Immaculate Conception. 


The feast day, he said, had been - 


“‘disturbed by the sad news that continues 
to arrive from Armenia, where a strong 
earthquake has destroyed entire towns, 
spreading desolation and death.”’ 

“In this hour of trial, I am closer than 
ever to the Armenian people, who are 
always present in my prayers and in my 
pastoralconcerns,’’ the pope said. 


John Paul II urges 
bishop to review policy 
VATICAN CITY — USS. bishops 


should review policies to ensure that 
extraordinary ministers of the Eucharist do 
not distribute Communion when enough 
priests and deacons are present, said Pope 
John Paul II. 

“‘In some cases there may still be a need 
to revise diocesan policies in this matter,”’ 
the pope said to U.S. bishops from Illinois, 
Wisconsin and Indiana. 

Extraordinary ministers of the Eucharist 
are lay people granted special permission to 


distribute Communion. Many U.S... 


parishes have programs by which 
extraordinary ministers regularly help 
distribute Communion at Masses.

Missionary foresees civil war 


BACOLOD CITY, Philippines — An 
Irish Columban missionary who returned 
to the Philippines after three years of exile 
sees a “‘long civil war ahead’’ unless there 
is immediate land and judicial reform. 

Columban Father Niall O’Brien also 
said the Philippines was in danger of 
becoming irreparably divided by internal 
fighting. 

“If no reforms take place, we will begin 
a landslide backwards which will be far 
worse than the position at the end of the 
Marcos years,’’ he said. 

He said he believes there are only 
“‘four or five years, or even less’’ to make 
changes. 

During the regime of former President 
Ferdinand Marcos, Father O’Brien, 
Father Brian Gore of Australia and six 


Catholic laymen were accused of the 1982 
ambush slaying of Mayor Paolo Sola of 
Kabankalan, Philippines. In July 1984, 
charges were dismissed because guilt 
could not be established ‘‘beyond a 
reasonable doubt,’’ but the priests were 
forced to leave the country. 


Father O’Brien returned to the 
Philippines in 1987, a year after the 
“people power’’ revolution toppled 
Marcos and put President Corazon 
Aquino in power. But he said he sees no 
improvement in the justice system and 
not much hope for agrarian reform. 


‘‘There has been no adequate cleanup 
of the judiciary, so there are no normal 
channels for the people to solve their 
problems,’’ he said.

Condom use sanctioned 
to prevent AIDS spread 


WASHINGTON — Cardinal Jean- 
Marie Lustiger of Paris apparently has 
condoned the use of condoms by people 
with AIDS who are unable to live a chaste 
lifestyle. 

Cardinal Lustiger did not use the 
French word for condom, which is 
“‘preservatif,’’ but he said that those with 
AIDS who are unable to remain chaste 


must ‘‘take the means that have been 
proposed to you out of respect for 
yourselves and out of respect for others.”’ 

“You must not pass on death’’ by 
spreading the fatal disease, he said. 

The cardinal made the remarks on 
French television. A French-language 
text of his comments was released by the 
French bishops’ conference. 

He also told young people that they 
must practice chastity and urged them to 
prove to themselves that ‘‘fidelity is 
possible’? and ‘‘chastity is possible’’ 
because it is the ‘‘way to love and respect 
one’s body.”’ 5 

Cardinal Lustiger told young people 
that in a society ‘“‘that tries to buy 
everything,’’ they must regain the real 
meaning of love, something he said he felt 
the preceding generation had lost. 

“Desire is not love., Love is stronger 
than desire, grander than desire,’’ the 
cardinal said. ‘‘We cannot buy the heart, 
we cannot buy love.”’ 

The cardinal called acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome the ‘‘most cruel trial 
of our times and our society’’ and he 
added that any attempt to segregate AIDS 
victims from the rest of society ‘‘cannot 
be tolerated.’’

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Education report to 
focus on moral values 


WASHINGTON — The U:S. 
Education Department has issued a 
report discussing how moral values can be 
taught in public schools given the number 
of religions practiced in the United States 
and the concern about. separation of 
church and state. 

The report, ‘‘Moral Education and 
Character,’’ was published by the 
department’s research office based on 
discussion. at a two-day conference in 
September 1987. Participants included 
Michael Guerra, executive director of the 
National Catholic Educational 
Association’s secondary school depart- 
ment. 

Moral education concerns learning 
about good conduct in human life, the 
report said, but ‘“‘people frequently adopt 
too simple a view of morality, ignoring 


‘ important aspects of ethical conduct.”’ 


In education, morality is sometimes 
equated with preserving order or learning 
to obey the rules, “‘but a good school 
must achieve more than simple order, for 
the point of order in school is to make 


learning possible.’’ 

Conference participants agreed with 
recent studies of textbooks that show the 
role of religion in history has been 
neglected. The participants said that the 
neglect should be corrected. 


A course about. the religions of the 
world was proposed as one way to include 
the study of religion in public schools. 

It also was suggested that a way could 
be found for classroom discussion of 
students’ religious views and_ the 
implications of their views for morality. 

The participants also discussed whether 
a specific curriculum could, or should, be 
used. 

Kenneth Strike of Cornell University, 
Ithaca, N.Y., said the problem is, 
“anything that you can_ successfully 
implement in public schools about moral 
education will probably have to be 


Jearnable in a weekend seminar; on the 


other hand, anything you can learn in a 
weekend seminar is probably not worth 
doing.”’

Christmas in Lithuania to be official holiday :

ROME — This year in Lithuania, 
Christmas will be an official holiday for 
the first time in 44 years, according to 
Lithuanian Cardinal Vincentas 
Sladkevicius. 

In a telephone interview with National 
Catholic News Service Dec. 12, Cardinal 
Sladkevicius said it meant that Christmas 
would be a ‘‘day free of labor.”’ 


Speaking from the town of 
Kaisiadorys, where he serves as apostolic 
administrator of the diocese, the cardinal 
also said that a televised Christmas Mass 
is a ‘‘possibility.”’ 

Lithuania is the only Soviet republic 
with a majority Catholic population. 

The first legal religious holiday in the 
Soviet republic’s history was Nov. 1, All 
Saints’ Day, when Lithuanians were 
allowed to take a day off work. A

As for a televised Mass, the cardinal 
said the government had asked him if he 
wanted such a broadcast, but he had not 
replied because he had not had a chance 
to discuss the proposal with Lithuania’s 
other bishops. 

Two Masses have been televised this 
year in Lithuania. An Oct. 23 Mass on 
the steps of the Vilnius cathedral is 
believed to have been the first televised 
broadcast of a Catholic ceremony in 
Soviet history.
